seas. 

In rgply the chairman pointed out 
thet the board had decided that it 
would not change the 1920 minimum 
and maximum this year. They were 
willing to make acjustments, but not 
any general increases. The genera 
point was that they were willing to 
consider the adjustments, but no very 
large expenditure of money would be 
involved. Also in respect to the ques- 
tion of representation, he could speak 
for the stand taken by the board, 
they were not admitting the principle 
of representation in any way. 


Trustee Barnes: Are we not willing | 


to meet and consider the subject of 
salaries. 

Trustee Alexander: I trust that the 
question of adjustments will be one 
of the firet things to come before the 
conference aommittee, and give the 
committee a real test of its useful- 
ness.
